FREED AT PRISON

Former Secretary of Interior 
Completes Sentence for 
Taking $100,000 Bribe

SANTA/FE, N. M., May 9.—aAl- 
bert B. Fall, former Secretary of 
the Interior, was released from 
the New Mexico State Penitentiary 
at 1:22 p. m. today, nine months 
and 19 days after he began a sen- 
tence of a year and a day for ac- 
cepting a bribe while in office. 

He was freed after an argument 
by long distance telephone between 
Washington officials and Warden 
Swope of the New Mexico State 
prison where Fall has been im- 
prisoned since last July 20. Swope 
refused to release Fall until he 
received amended commitment pa- 
pers which eliminated the phrase 
that he should remain “confined 
until this fine is paid.” The fine, 
$100,000, stands as a judgment 
against Fall, collectable if he gets 
the money. 

Fall was removed from. the 
prison in an ambulance. Mrs. C. C. 
Chase, Fall’s daughter, was at the 
wheel of an automobile followinz 
the ambulance. Beside her were 
Mrs. Fall and the other daughter, 
Mrs. -Jouett Elliott. The party, it 
was announced, would go to the 
Fall ranch, arriving there some 
time tonight. Dr. Roberto Brown 
pronounced Fall strong enough to 
make the trip. Dr. H. T. Stafford 
of El Paso has been notified to 
meet Fall at Three-Rivers tonight. 

As a public officer, Fall played 
a part in the construction of the 
peni:ontiary in which he was in- 
carcerated. He served his term in 
a hospital room. The view from 
the barred windows of his room 
was out over the Sangre de Cristo 
Range, 

Fall was convicted of accepting 
a bribe of $100,000 from Edward 
L. Doheny in connection with the 
leasing of the Elk Hills Naval Oil 
Reserves. Doheny, - accused of 


‘giving the bribe to the Secretary, 


was acquitted. Doheny said it was 
a loan. Ee foreclosed recently on 
a $100,000 mortgage against Fall's 
Tres Rios ranch, 


U. S$. CONSULATE IS SET AFIRE 
BY BOMB AT NAGASAKI, JAPAN 


Blaze Put Out Before Serious Dam- 
age Is Done; No Political Sig- 
nificance Seen.

American Consulate at Nagasaki, 
Japan, was bombed this morning.

Curtis and Edwin Bruce of El- 
mira, N. Y., also were on the yacht 
and they, too, were seamen for the 
time being. Lindbergh, according 
to Capt. Lachman, master of the 
yacht, spent severa! nights in his 
clothes. He declined to sleep even 
when he had the opportunity. The 
failure to make contact with a

‘posed to be the kidnapers of his 


son or person who had knowiedge 
of the baby’s whereabouts, was a 
keen disappointment to Lindbergh. 
He said he still had hopes that the 
contact would be made and the 
baby returned. 
Another frip Probable. 
The Colonel is expected to re- 


turn to Norfolk after a brief rest 


and again board the Marcon for 
another trip seaward in search of 
the mysterious ship and her even 
more mysterious crew. 

The Marcon in the meantime is 
moored at a pier at the Hampton 
Roads Naval operating base 
guarded by marines. Nobody is 
permitted on the wharf at which 
the boat is mvored unless pro- 
vided with a pass issued by Rear 
Admiral W. D. MacDougall, com- 
mandant of tha Norfolk naval dis- 
trict. 

Curtis has been making sacrifices 
in order to continue the - search 
for the baby and its kidnapers. 
He left home to continue the nezd- 
tiations espite the fact that his 
wife is confined to her bed by ill- 
ness. Mrs. Curtis has “een ill for 
several weeks and for three days 
her condition was considered seri- 
ous. Her physician has ordered 
that she have absolute quiet.

Note Found in Bottle. 

Detective Leon Newitzky of Nor- 
tolk, who is supposed té know the 
person or persons with whom Cur- 
tis has been dealing in his efforts 
to recover the child, left Norfélk 
today for North Carolina to inves- 
tigate the finding of a note in a 
bottle which washed ashore in Al- 
bermatie Sound near Ocracoke.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Edward 
F. McGrady, speaking for the 
American Federation of Labor, 
warned a Senate committee today 
there is, danger of revolt unless the 
Federal Government takes action 
to relieve unemployment. 

Testifying to the Manufactures 
Committee considering the Costi- 
gan relief bill, he said “If some- 
thing is not done and starvation is 
going to continue and perhaps in- 
crease, the doors to revolution are 
going to be thrown wide open and 
leaders of the country ought to 
know it.” 

The Costigan bill proposes to 
raise $500,000,000 by a bond issue 
for advances to states and munici- 
palities. 

Asked what would happen if 
Congress adjourned without doing 
anything, McGrady declared ‘‘it 
v~-uld do nothing to close the doors 
of revolt.” 

“The administratoin ought to 
know,” he added, “that more than 
balancing the budget is needed. 
Bread and butter is needed. We 
want to get it through work. If we 
can’t de that, we are going to get 
it anyway.” 

“Labor Has Lost Patience.” — 

Labor leaders, McGrady § said, 
have lost their patience with the 
Government’s failure to provide 
relief. 

“The employment cituation is 
worse than at any time,” he said, 
warning that next winter would be 
more serious than last. 

“A number of uprisings in indus- 
tr:al cities have been tossed off 
by saying they were led by Com- 
n.unists,” McGrady continued, “but 
most of those people know nothing 
of Communism. What they wanted 
was L-ead.” 

Cc. C. Carstens, executive director 
of the Child Welfare League of 
America, testified that last fall he 
was opposed to Federal relief, but 
row favors it. 

“It is the only way to keep fam- 
ily life t*gether,” he said. 

Costigan Assail: Inaction. 

Senator Costigan (Dem.), 
rado, one of the authors of the 
measure, opened the hearing with 
a statement that “nothing affirma- 
tive or constructive” has been done 
by Congress or the administration 
to relieve unemployment 

“Famine has touched the mind, 
but neither the heart nor con- 
science of America,’’. he said. 

Prentice Murphy of the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, Philadelphia, testi- 
fied that “we can not anticipate 
the next winter without sinking 
hearts,”’ 

A survey of relief conditions 
throughout the ‘country was pre-

Since last Oc- 
tober, although still chairman of 
the board, he has had practically 
no connection with active opera- 
tion of Joseph T. Ryerson & Son.” 

A ‘second son, Joseph T. Ryerson, 
treasurer of the corporation, was 
notified at New Haven, Conn., 
where he and his wife went last 
week. 

Ryerson was one of the leading 
industrialists of Chicago. 

Educated at Yale, his scientific 
and industrial training was made 
available to the Government during 
the World War, when he supervised 
construction of submarine chasers. 

He also sponsored the idea of the 
“four-minute” man drive, which 
floated the Liberty loans. The suc- 
cess of the plan won President Wil- 
son’s personal commendation. In 
addition to his civilian work, Ryer- 
son was a Lieutenant in the over- 
seas destroyer service. 

Active in civic and _ charitable 
work, -Ryerson for several years 
was president of the Illinois Chil- 
dren’s Home and Aid Society.

TOU JOBLESS STOP 
MACHINE-DIGGiNG 
AT COLUMBIA, M0 


Protest That Hand Labor 
Should Lay Pipe Line — 
Fill Up Part of Trench 
Already Dug.

COLUMBIA, Mo., 


Threatening violence, about 150 un- 
employed laborers here today 
forced a halt in the work of a crew 
laying pipe into Columbia for a 
natural gas at a point just east of 
the city limits on the south side of 


Highway 49. 
The unemployed men, headed by 


Jack Hall, vice president of the 
Columbia Painters’ Union and dele- 
gate of the Central Labor Union 
here, asserted the work was stop- 
ped because of the use of a large 
ditch-digging machine instead of 
men and shovels, and also in pro- 
test against the 30-cent wage scale 
being. paid. 

Members of the crew ~ which 
started the work shortly after 11 
o’clock this morning orly to be 
forced to stop 10 minutes later said 
they were threatened. One man in 
the crowd of unemployed told 
them, they alleged, that he had 
four bottles of “soup” (nitro- 
glycerin) in his car and would use 
it unless they stopped. Two rocks 
were thrown at them, the workers 
said, and some of the men threat- 
ened to punch holes in the gasoline 
tank of the digging machine or 
turn it over. 

Hall, spokesman for the group, 
declared that Columbia laborers 
had made an unwritten agreement 
with C. S. Cleveland, manager of 
the Missouri Utilities Co. here, 
that all the work would be done 
by men with no machines and that 
Cleveland had testified to this 
agreement before a committee of 
laborers. The Missouri .- Utilities 
Co. is the corporation which let 
the contract for the pipe-laying. 

On request of R. H. Fulton, 
Boonvilie contractor in charge of 
the work, shortly after noon Sheriff 
Clyde Ballew of Boone County and’ 
Chief of Police A. Y. Slate entered 
the controversy as intermediaries. 
After a brief conference, the un- 
employed won temporarily at least 
in their protest ‘against the ma- 
chine and the crowd agreed to meet 
Fulton tonight at the Columbia 
Labor Temple to attempt to reach 
an agreement.

‘In debate Senator Robinson of 
Arkansas, the Democratic leader, 
proposed appointment of a special 
economy committee and Senator 
Watson of Indiana, the majority 
pilot, favored the suggestion. Sen- 
ator Bailey of North Carolina had 
suggested a joint House-Senate and 
White House group to draft a half- 
billion cut in penditures. 

Over in the House, the Economy 
Committee, whose omnibus econo- 
my bill was shattered, was called 
to meet this afternoon on plans for 
other moves to cut Government 
costs." 

Concentration on Senate, 

Meanwhile, President Hoover 
worked to rally support in the Re- 
publican-controlied Senate jointly 
for the compromise tax bill and a 
$237,000,000 money-saving pro- 
gram. Mr. Hoover was-maintain- 
ing contact with the Senaté¢, follow- 
ing the White House conferences 
of Saturday and last night with 
Senate Republican leaders.

Move on Auto Tax Fails.

At the insistence of Couzens, the 
committee agreed to meet later in 
the day to hear representatives of 
the rubber industry on the new im- 
port duties of 5 cents a pound on 
rubber provided by the bill. 

It was first announced that the 
tax measur was reported unani- 
mously but later Senator La Fol- 
lette (Rep.), Wisconsin, announced 
that he was in opposition.

The vote is being taken at Unity 
Hall, Gr: 1 and Page boulevards. 
The car men cast secret ballots, 
which will be counted after the 
polls close at 10 o’clock tonight. If 
it is approved by the international 
union, the strike probably will be 
called at midnight, May 20, when 
the present working agreement 
with the company expires. 

_ Central Trades Approves. 

A resolution pledging the moral 
support of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union, composed of more 
than 100 local unions, was voted 
at a meeting yesterday. The reso- 
lution, which received the unani- 
mous support of the meeting, reads 
as follows: 

“General reductions of wages and 
Salaries are destroying the funda- 
mental principles of organized la- 
bor by decreasing the American 
standard of living and the pur- 
chasing power of the workers, and 
hindering the distribution of earn- 
ings to the detriment of the major- 
ity of American citizens. 

“The Public Service Co. is fol- 
lowing the same policy by serving 
notice of a 10 per cent reduction in 
wages, in addition to the 10 per 
cent voted by the board of arbitra- 
tion effective Oct. 16, 1931. 

Speakers Denounce Wage Cut. 

“The Central Trades and Labor 
Union of St. Louis is opposed to a 

further reduction in wages of mem- 
bers of Local 788, Amalgamated 
Street and Electric Railway Em- 
ployes. Be it “Resolved that the 
Central Trades and Labor Union 
lend its moral support and ap- 
proval in the event of a strike.” 

Speakers denounced the pro- 
posed wage cut, declaring accept- 
ance by the workers would encour- 
age the management of the Public 
Service Co. to make further de- 
mands on its employes in the near 
future.

HOOVER VETOES 
BILL TO EXTEND 
HOSPITALIZATION 


Thinks Granting ‘of. Priv- 
ileges to Quartermaster 
Corps Would Cause In- 


flux of Appeals.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today vetoed for the 
second time a bill to provide hos- 
pitalization and the privileges of 
soldiers’ homes to the men who 
served in the Quartermaster Corps 
during the Spanish-American War, 
the Philippine insurrection and the 
Boxer uprising: 

Declaring “our first obligation” 
is to veterans who served under en- 
listment in the Army or Navy, the 
President said: 

“T cannot concur in a proposal to 
single out ene class of civilian em- 
ployes who served during certain 
periods of hostilities and confer 
upon them a right to the benefit of 
hospitalization and domiciliary care 
provided by law for veterans of our 
wars.” 

The measure sent back to the 
House was proposed by Represen- 


recently called upon President Hoo- 
ver in an effort to alter his views 
upon the measure, declaring he be- 
lieved not more than 20 men would 
come under the provision of the 
bill ahd that the cost would be 
small. The chief executive vetoed 
a similar measure in February, 
1931.

GETS 20 YEARS FOR KILLING 
ESTRANGED WIFE IN ROW 


Cliver J. Kaempfe Pleads Guilty of 
Second Degree Murder; 
Says He ‘Got Mad.’ 


Oliver J. Kaempfe, 29-year-old 
unemployed laborer of 6432 Vir- 
ginia avenue, pleaded guilty in Cir- 
cuit Judge Beck’s Court today to 
a charge of second degree murder 
in the fatal shooting of his wife 
last November. He was sentenced 
to 20 years in the penitentiary. 

The shooting eccurred in front 


of 2868 Missouri avenue, where

In recommending the 20-year 
sentence, the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice indicated there was doubt that 
the crime was premeditated. 
Kaempfe had been indicted for first 
degree murder, His mother, Mrs. 
Arthur Kaempfe, who was in the 
courtroom, fainted when the sen- 
tence was announced. 


DRIVER HELD FOR HOMICIDE; 
MAN IN SAFETY ZONE KILLED 


Albert Yates, Spokane, Wash., Ac- 
cused in the Death of Fritz 
Einreiner. 

Albert Gates, 29-year-old sales- 
man of Spokane. Wash., was held 
for the grand jury today following 
a homicide verdict returned by a 
Coroner’s jury in the death of Fritz 
Einreiner, 21 years old, 2926 Mich- 
igan avenue, who was fatally in- 
jured by Gates’ automobile April 25.

$100,000 Paid to Ex-Convict 
by Mrs. E. B. McLean‘ Not 
Recovered.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Other

The McLean money still is un- 
accounted for. Means is said to 
have told Mrs. McLean he gave it 
to a man he believed was her rep- 
resentative. A search of his house 
has been made and other hiding 
places now are sought. 

One mano the agents woujd like 
to get hold of is the individual who 
Mrs. McLean said Means brought 
to her at Aiken, S. C., allegedly as 
a negotiator for the kidnapers. 

A fantastic tale of an attempt 
to buy a North Carolina baby re- 
sembling the Lindbergh infant was 
investigated today. Officials heard 
that a man and woman yesterday 
tried to buy the adopted son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Victor Camp at Shelby, 
N. C. 

Officials were not ready to link 
the North Carolina incident with 
Means. The Justice Department, 
however, turned the information 
over to investigators who are seek- 
ing the $100,000 in Means’ old 
home in Concord, N. C. 

The unidentified couple who are 
said to have tried to buy the Camp 
baby traveled, according to the 
story, in an automobile bearing a 
Concord tag. The Camps reported 
to local authorities that the strang- 
ers offered various sums up ito 
$50,000 for the baby. He is said 
to resemble the Lindbergh child. 

United States Attorney Leo A. 
Rover said today he would ask for 
arraignment of Means on Friday 
if he is éndicted.- The prosecutor 
confidently expects the grand jury 
will indict Means for embezzlement 
on two counts. Mrs. McLean says 
she gave Means $100,000 lasu 
March, and later $4000. He is 
charged with having appropriated 
all of this for himself after prom- 
ising to use it to obtain the re- 
turn of the Lindbergh baby.

DELINQUENT TAX 
UN REALTY “GOO 
AS GOLD"—KOEL 


Collector, Before Aldermen, 


Leans to View City Is Not 
in Serious Financial Con- 
dition. " 


Delinquent real estate tax bills 
are \bills receivable, “as good as 
gold” to the city, while the personal 
property tax is “‘a joke,” Collector 
Edmond Koeln declared this after- 
noon, in discussing the budget-oal- 
ancing problem with the Ways aad 
Means Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen. 


In discussions of the budget 
problem last week, some members 
argued that the city was not in a 


serious financial situation, so long 


as it has some $9,000,000 deiin- 
quent taxes on realty due. Koeln, 
in reply to the Aldermen’s ques- 
tions, took very much the same 
view. 

“The city of St. Louis is the 
largest corporation in St. Louis,” 
the Collector said. “These delin- 
quent tax bills on realty are bills 
receivable, for they are a lien o2n 
the property, and are collected n 


time. What little we don’t collect 
is far more than made up by the 


penalties for delay paid on the re- 
mainder. 

“If any other corporation had 
these bills receivable for $8,000,- 
000 or $9,000,000, it would have 
no trouble in borrowing money 
from banks.” 

“We can’t borrow from banks 
on delinquent tax bills,” one of the 
“Peputy Comp- 
troller Gunn told us that.” 

“Guess he was talking about the 
Vandeventer National Bank,” 
Koeln remarked. Gunn, who was 
present, here explained that the 
law provided for borrowing on 
current year 


only, and Koeln agreed that his 


statement of the law _was correct. 


Can’t Collect Personalty Tax. 
As to the personal property tax, 


Collector Koeln said it was prac- 


levied. 


tically uncollectible, for the reason 
that it was a lien only against the 
particular articles on which it was 
“If I have a tax bill against 


a hotel for its furniture,” he said, 


“I can’t send there and take any 
furniture away, unless I am sure 


that it is the very furniture which 


was assessed. The Sheriff won't 
undertake a levy in such a case, 
because he might be sued on his 
bond. 

“Now about these delinquent bills 
on real estate,””’ Koeln continued. 
“It has been suggested that I sue 
on them at once. If I did that, a 
lot of mortgage holders would have 
a chance to bid in property cheap. 
I won't do that, when it is not nec- 
essary, since the city gets the 
money in time, anyway. The law 
requines me to sue after five years, 
and I am preparing suits against 
the 1927 delinquents now.” The 
law, he explained, gives him the 
option of suing at any time up to 
five years, and he has chosen to 
grant the full five-year period of 
grace. 

Koeln, who is classed as a State 
official, was asked if he would “go 


along’ with city-controlled offices 


salaries. 


in a 10 per cent cut of employes’ 
He said he did not think 
that would be fair, as the pay of 
his clerks was not increased when 
that of the city employes was ad- 


vanced in wartime, and several ef- 
forts to get increases for them since 


had been unsuccessful. He said 
most of his employes made $140 a 


month, which a 10 per cent cut 
would reduce to $126. Under the 
law, the Collector pays all his 


clerks and office expenses, includ- 


ing janitors’ pay, from his com- 
missions, and turns over any sur- 
plus to the city.

Bernard F. Dickmann, president 
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W. B. PARSONS, ONE OF PANAMA 
CANAL ENGINEERS, DIES 


Succumbs in New York at 73; Di- 
rected Construction of Cape 
Cod Channel. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 9.—Gen. Wil- 
liam Barclay Parsons, one of the 
enginers of the Panama Canal and 
chief engineer-of the Cape Cod 
Canal from 1905 to 1914, died to- 
day in the Presbyterian Hospital. 
He was 73 years old. 

He had been in the hospital since 
before Easter and had undergone 
an operation for embolism of the 
lung. F 

Besides his Panama Canal and 
Cape Cod engineering distinctions, 
Gen. Parsons was in charge of the 
construction of the first subways in 
New York City, and-aided Chicago 
and London with their transit 
-problems. 

Born in New York City April 15, 
1859, he received degrees from 
Columbia University, St. John’s 
College, Maryland, Princeton Uni- 
versity and Trinity College. He 
served as chief engineer of the 
Rapid Transit Commission of New

ROBERT M. FUESTEL DIES; 
INSULL UTILITY EXECUTIVE 


Succumbs to Kidney Infection Aft- 
er Becoming Ill at Reserve 
Board Meeting in Chicago. 
By the Associated Press. 
FORT WAYNE, Ind., May 9.— 
Robert M. Feustel, utility execu- 


tive, died here yesterday, after a 
short illness, caused by a kidney in- 
fection. He was 47 years old. 

' Since December, 1931, he had 
been president of Midland United 
Co., and more recently he became 
president of the Public Service Co. 
of Indiana. Both are part of the 
Insull public utility system. 

Feustel became ill while in Chi- 
cago two weeks ago at a meeting 
with other directors of the Sev- 
enth District Federal Reserve Bank. 
He was a native of Fort Wayne. As 
an expert in electric railway prop- 
erty valuation, he served before 
boards of arbitration and utility 
commissions in Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, Massachusetts, 
Maine and New Hampshire, and 
the Canadian Provinces of Mani- 
toba and Ontario. 

In 1925 he was elected execu- 
tive and vice president of the Mid- 
land United, which controls a 
number of public utility compa- 
nies in Indiana and Ohio.

PLAN FOR DRY REFERENDUM 


IS BACKED BY WICKERSHAM 


Repeats Former Stand for Expression By 
Voters On Proposal to Change 18th Amend- 
ment—Tells How Commission Divided. 


By the Associated Press. | 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—Out of 
two years of study with the Wick- 
ersham Commission and a subse- 
quent 16 months of personal ob- 
servation, George W. Wickersham 
feels “more strongly than ever” 
that a national referendum on pro- 


| hibition is needed. 


The 73-year-old former chair- 
man of President Hoover's com- 
mission, in an interview, yesterday 
discussed his referendum view— 
expressed during the commission's. 
deliberations. He also spoke of the 
prohibition views of its members, 
their much discussed joint dry law 
summary and of the work of the 
commission’s entire two-year law 
enforcement study. 

“Not in Presidential Year.” 

As to a referendum, he ex- 
pressed belief a vote on an amend- 
ment to the eighteenth amend- 
ment through state conventions 
would do a great good in providing 
crystallization of “the sober, in- 
formed and deliberate opinion of 
the people.” 

He made entirely clear. as he did 
in his portion of the commission's 
prohibition report, that such means 
of sounding out public opinion 
should be divorced from politics. 
The state conventions elected solely 
for this purpose, he said, should be 
named in an off-presidential year. 

Although he had had no oppor- 
tunity to poll the recent views of 
other members of the commission, 
Wickersham said, he knew that 
several wer@ of similar opinion 
concerning a public expression on 
prohibition. 

Differences Among Members. 

He was asked about discussion 
of the summary of the commis- 
sion’s prohibition report. Oppo- 
nents of the dry law complained 
widelv at the time that although a 
majority of the members in their 
individual reports contended the 
dry law had missed its mdrk and 
shouldbe changed in some fashion, 
the conclusion of the entire report 
said: 

“The commission is opposed to 
repeal .of the eighteenth amend- 
ment.”

Letters are com- 
ing to me in larger and larger num- 
ber asking about other phases of 
the commission's study. 

“I am told that some of the 
printings of various of the reports 
have become exhausted.” 
~ Askedwhich part of the study had

He 
told of taking a 20-months-old baby 
from the hollow that weighed only 
12 pounds into a Luray, Va., hospi- 
tal. With nourishment it has be- 
come almost normal. 

Miss Sizer gaid all of the chil- 
dren up to 20 years of age would 
be in the first grade except two, 
one of them being a 12-year-old 
youngster capable of going into the 
third grade.

Ago by Commodore Law- © 
rence Kearny. 


By the Aesociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 9%.—Com- 
modore Lawrence Kearny of the 
United States Navy blazed the trail 
in China 90 years ago for Secre- 
tary of State Stimson and other ad- 
_vocates of the open-door policy. 

This sturdy seaman in command 
of the East India squadron gent to 
protect American interests at Can- 
ton found the British were nego- 
tiating a trade treaty with China. 
Kearny immediately wrote a note 
to Gov. Ke Kiying, at Canton, ‘ex- 
pressing the hope that China also 
would give Americans favored na- 
|tion treatment. In,reply he re- 
ceived a flowery note with assur- 
ances that citizens of the United 
State would receive every consid- 
eration. 

That was in 1842, during the Ty- 
ler administration. Those notes 
constitute the first written trade 
understanding between @hina and 
the United States, and it was not 
until two years iater that Caleb 
Cushing, member of Congress from 
Newburyport, Mass., went to China 
and put into definite treaty form 
the promise Kearny had exacted. 

The open-door policy in China is 
not essentially different from 
American .ppolicy applied all 
over the world. This nation always 
has sought to get most favored na- 
tien treatment and protect its trade 
from discrimination. 

Clash of Opinion. 

It enunciated the policy of equal 
opportunity for all nations along 
the African coast 10 years before 
it was voiced in China. And Amer- 
j ican merchants in China before the 
time of Kearny acted in conformity 
with this policy and got results 
by concillating the Chinese. 

Some writers on international 
law say this policy was clearly 
written into the Declaration of In- 
‘dependence. 

But application of the open door 
to China has been of particular in- 
terest because of the dramatic con- 
ditions in the Far East and the 
clash there between the ambitions 
of various Powers. 

Broadly, the United States has 
stood by China and insisted that 
she be allowed to keep the door 
open herself, while other Powers at 
times have insisted that China is 
incapable of looking after its own 
household and should be assisted 
by forefgners in keeping the door 
open. 

John Hay’s name is inseparably 
linked with the open-door policy 
in China because he restated the 
American position so clearly in 
1899, during the Boxer Rebellion, 
when other great Powers were in- 
‘sistent that there should be a gen- 
eral intervention by foreign Pow- 
ers and the partition of China 
seemed inevitable. 

. President McKinley is generally 
accredited with having christened 
America’s policy in China as the 
open-door policy, a name which 
has been accepted the world over. 

Commodore’s Career. 

Commodore Kearny had a color- 
ful career in other parts of the 
world before he jumped into promi- 
nence asa sailor-diplomat in China. 
He entered the navy in 1807 as a 
‘midshipman and during the War of 
1812 commanded ships which de- 
fended the coast of South Carolina 
and adjacent states. Im 1826 he 
was in command of the Warren in 


Mediterranean which ended the 
depredations of Greek pirates in the 
Levant. 

On his way to the Orient in 
1841 he commanded the Constitu- 


On his way back to the United 
States Kearny paid a visit to Hon- 
olulu and made a protest against 
the contemplated transfer of the 
Hawaiian Islands to Great Britain. 

Kearny retired from the Navy in 
1867 and died a year later at Perth 
Amboy, N. J., where he was born 
in 1789.

“Uncle Johnse” did not see serv- 
ice in the Civil War, having been 
too old, he says, at the time that 
war started. However, he was in 
the Mormon campaign in 1845 un- 
der Gen. Hardin and helped to drive 
the Mormons out of Hancock

Gates W. McGarrah, American 
president of the bank, attended the 
informal discussions of the world 
bankers yesterday. 

Last year the earnings of the 
world bank exceeded the profit of 
about $2,145,000 earned the first 
year. 


Germany Cannot Pay Reparations 
Says Bruening. 
By the Associated Press. 


BERLIN, May 9. — Chancellor 
Heinrich Bruening emphatically 
served notive yesterday that Ger- 
many “cannot pay reparations,” 
and predicted the European finan- 
cial conference at Lausanne next 
month would lead the way to either 
world recovery or world collapse. 

Addressing German provincia! 
correspondents on the Govern- 
ment’s foreign policy, the Chancel- 
lor criticised the statesmen of the 
world for “lacking courage” and 
warned that “the peoples of the 
world won’t wait any longer.” 

“The Lausanne conference,” the 
head of the German Cabinet de- 
clared, “will either be the road 
sign pointing the way to a new life 
or a milestone leading to collapse. 

“There must be an end at last 
to our sacrifices. The world must 
realize we simply cannot pay rep- 
arations. 

Statesmen Afraid of Facts. 

“The Lausanne results will deter- 
mine what fate is in store for Ger- 
many and the whole world—wheth- 
er the world wiil continue to sink 
into misery or finally land on solid 
ground on which alone an epoch of 
reconstruction can be started. 

“The eyes of all good-willed men 
are on Lausanne in a spirit of 
hope and yearning, impatience and 
demand.”’ 

He said the world statesmen 
lacked courage to tell their peoples 
the facts as they are, and warned 
that their aid may be too late if 
delayed. 

“Don't they realize that the de- 
monlike spirits of negation and de- 
struction are gaining ground?” he 
asked. “We cannot wait longer 
because the peoples of the world 
won't wait longer. We need not a 
multiplicity of conferences but of 
deeds.” 

The Chancellor then took up his 
own attiudt in dealing with the 
representatives of foreign Powers. 


“I realize clearly that I can ob- 
tain the maximum for Germany 
only when I can prove that Ger- 
many’s aims coincide with the en- 
lightened self-interest of the world. 

“The tragedy of the Versailles 
Treaty lies in the fact that some 
nations thought they could secure 
for themselves all good fortune, 
while all misfortune was to be left 
to the defeated. 

“This false and unnatural con+ 
ception of peace has been proven 
completely wrong by post-war 
events. Unless there can be a 


change, the world will ever be 
pushed deeper into the _ horrible 
misery known as the economic 


crisis and unemployment.” 

Dr. Bruening held that mutual 
confidence cannot be established 
so long as there is inequality be- 
tween the victors and vanquished 
in the World War. 

“All Germany rightly rises up,” 
he said, “against the injustice of 
our being prevented the exercise 
of what every nation claims as its 
highest and most nAatural right, that 
of determining measures for ‘the 
security of our homes. 

“Germany desires no special priv- 
ileges in armaments. She simply 
demands equality.” 

The Crancellor referred to Ger- 
many’s neighbors as bristling with 
armaments. 

He mentioned as a hopeful sign 
the disappearance of a spirit of 
hatred toward Germany, which he 
said Germans encountered for 
years after the conclusion of the 
war. :

4 SHOTS END REVOLT

Submarine Puts Down Out- 
break of Communists on 
Two Cruisers.

Thomas became sud- 
denly ill in a cafe in Paris Saturday 
night and died of a heart attack 
in a taxicab en route to a hospi- 
tal.

AT LYONS, FRANCE 


At Least 30 Others Thought 
to Bein Ruins — Hillside 
Bombarded to Prevent 
New Disaster.

LYONS, France, May 9.—Forty- 
five persons are thought to have 
been buried under landslides which 
covered two apartment houses in 
the outskirts of Lyons yesterday. 
This evening 15 bodies had been 
taken out of the ruins, but it was 
feared that at least 30 more were 
still buried. 

Police and firemen, aided by sol- 
diers, bombarded the’ hillside bé- 
hind the town with artillery to 
remove the danger of another and 
heavier slide. 

Twelve injured were removed be- 
fore rescuers were ordered away 
by Edouard Herriot, Mayor and 
former Premier, who escaped death 
from another slide by leaping to 
safety. 

The rescue parties Yeturned to 
the ruins, however, after cries were 
heard in the wreckage. At mid- 
night they discovered a woman, 
pinned by a beam. She said she 
was not hurt. She was taken to 
a hospital. 

Explosions and fires preceded the 


slides. The first occurred at 9 a. 
m., while many residents were 
asleep. It cracked the gas mains. 


The Fire Department removed the 
first 12 persons before the second 
and larger slide tumbled down, 
crushing both buildings. 

Herriot leaped to the top of the 
ruins when firemen failed to obey 
his request to-leave. Engineers had 
predicted a new collapse of the 
walls. 

“Do you want to be killed?” he 
shouted. He jumped just in time 
to escape the crash. 

About 100 persons were killed in 
a similar landslide on Fourviere 
Hill here tn November, 1930. 

The slide was attributed to 
heavy rains and melting snows, 
which undermined the subsoil in 
the hills.

A MOTHERS’ DAY WITH A MEANING. 

Yesterday was Mothers’ day and for the first time 
in 25 years it could be said that the death rate among 
mothers and infants is showing a tendency to de- 
crease. Dr. Louis I. Dublin, noted compiler of vita! 
statistics, who has made a study of maternity deaths 
in the United States, is the authority for the good 
news. Observations by other leaders in the medical 
profession support his findings. An awakened public 
opinion, which causes women to seek adequate care, 
is responsible for the change, they say. That such 
awareness of the connection between proper care and 
a low maternity death rate is necessary is proved by 
the work of the Maternity Center Association in 
New York. Where its services have been extended,. 
the death rate has been reduced from about 7 per 1000 
to 2.4 per 1000. Similar results are reported by the 
Infant Welfare Society of Chicago. There is no better 
message for Mothers’ day than assurance that these 
benefits are at last beginning to be enjoyed by the

The objections to the proposed law altering the 
administration of bankruptcies in the United States, 
reprinted on this page from the American Bar Asso- 
ciation Journal, are noteworthy because of their 
authorship. Walter D. Coles, St. Louis Referee in 
Bankruptcy, is the dean of his group. He was ap 
pointed to his office by the late Federal Judge Adams, 
July 1, 1898, the very day that President McKinley 
signed the National Bankruptcy Act. Since that time, 
Mr. Coles has served continuously as Referee in 
Bankruptcy, handling thousands of cases and noting 
the practical daily workings of the present law. His 
conclusion is that the law is sound and that its minor 
defects could best be remedied by changes less radical 
than those proposed. 

Bills which would establish new bankruptcy proced- 
ure and administration, as recommended by Solicitor- 
General Thacher, have been introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Hastings of Delaware and in the House 
by Representative Michener of Michigan. Commit- 
tee Hearings on them are now being held. 

Speaking before the Senate committee as chair- 
man of the American Bar Association’s Committee on 
Bankruptcy, Jacob M. Lashly, former president of 
the St. Louis Bar Association, last week said the 
American Bar Association was generally opposed to 
the changes and urged Congress to proceed with 
caution in any revision of the existing law. 

The St. Louis Bar Association, in its special re- 
port opposing the Solicitor-General’s recommenda- 
tions, points out that the proposed act “provides for 
what amounts to the establishment of a bureau for 
the general supervision and control of bankruptcy 
administration.” Under it, the Attorney-General would 
appoint 10 administrators, not subject to the civil 
service law, and an estimated 250 examiners, assigned 
under the administrators to the 10 judicial circuits. 

Granting certain benefits, the local bar’s commit- 
tee, headed by Morris .G. Levinson, contends that 
these would be more than outweighed by a sys 
tem which “places large discretionary powers in the 
hands of politically controlled Government employes, 
and, as against the centralization of power in such 
persons * * * provides for a complete decentral. 
ization of responsibility.” 

The same objection that another “Federal bureau” 
would be created is voiced by Referee in Bankruptcy 
Walter G. Grant of the Eastern District of Illinois, 
chairman of the legal committee of the American As- 
sociation of Referees. 

In view of the character of the protests against 
the pending bill, ‘it is apparent that the place of 
Congress is to proceed with care. The House’s hasty 
action on the economy bill and the Goldsborough bill 
added nothing to the credit of Congress. 

Passage of the proposed bankruptcy law under ad- 
ministration pressure, without full consideration of 
the values involved, would fall in the same category. 
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MISSOURI LEADS IN ROAD BUILDING. 

Road building ‘has been playing a large part in our 
national economy, even in time of depression. There 
were 47,730 miles of state highways completed in the 
48 commonwealths during 1931, according to the 
American Association of State Highway Officials. 
Missouri built a larger portion of them than any other 
state—3296 miles, or 6.9 per cent of the total. Run- 
ning a close second was Louisiana. Pennsylvania 
was the only other state finishing more than 3000 


miles, while Minnesota and Texas each exceeded 2000 | 


miles and 15 other states exceeded 1000 miles. 

In mileage of roads graded and drained, prepara- 
tory for surfacing, Missouri was far ahead. It did 
1573 miles, or 15.6 per cent of the total of 10,083 
miles in this category. Missouri also led in mileage 
graveled—1268 miles, or 12.2 per cent of the total of 
10,387 miles. Only seven states built more concrete 
pavement than Missouri last year, and one of these, 
Minnesota, beat us by just one mile. Our State laid 
434 miles of slab, or 4.3 per cent of the 9955 miles 
poured throughout the country. 

Indications of the 1932 State road program in Mis- 
sourt are that the State Highway Commission may 
make good on its promise to bring the original 7640- 
mile system to virtual completion this year. The use- 
fulness of the network is constantly increasing. 
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ANOTHER BILLION FOR THE NAVY. 

The good proposed by the House Appropriations 
Committee in voting to eliminate several of the costly 
excrescences of the War Department is more than off- 
set by the Senate’s authorization of a naval construc- 
tion program involving expenditure of approximately 
one billion dollars. 

The vote on the bill, sponsored by Senator Hale of 
Maine, chief spokesman of the big navy group, was 
44 to 21. Thus, with one-third of the Senators not 
voting, the upper house by a two-to-one vote felt 
called on to take a stand directly contrary to the 
outstanding need of the world today. 

With not only the United States but all nations 
bowed under the mounting burden of excessive arma- 
ments, the evidence of which stands staring into the 
faces of the people everywhere, it is hard to believe 


that the Senate would do such a thing. Do legislators |’ 


learn nothing from experience? 

Nothing better indicates whether the measure rep- 
resents the best interests of the people than the roll 
call. Among those voting against the bill were Sena- 
tors Norris, Costigan, Glass, Cutting, Blaine, Howell, 
La Follette, Bratton and Walsh of Montana. Its sup- 
porters included such Senators as Moses, Shortridge, 
Fess, Dale, Keyes, Davis, Goldsborough and Watson. 

Senator Hale and his supporters may argue that 
the purpose of the bill is merely to increase the naval 
strength to the limits set by the London and Wash- 
ington conferences. They may argue further that 
the measure would increase the “bargaining power” 
of the United States at Geneva. The fact remains 
that the way to disarm is to disarm, and that so long 
as the leading Power of the world increases its war 
machine, no real headway can be made toward elimi- 
nating militarism’s weight on progress. 

Senator Nye, who opposed the bill, made the point 
that the nation needs to hear. On the one hand we

N JULY, 1930, the President of the Unit- 
ed States announced that he had “au- 
thorized the Attorney-General to under- 


take an exhaustive investigation into the

Dec. 8, 1931, the Attorney-

the law which he believed to be necessary.

No doubt the evils of which the Solicitor- 


General complains are registered in bank- 
ruptecy statistics, but it does not follow that 
they are the results of a defective bank- 


ruptey law. 


‘Speaking generally, it may be 


said that insolvency and failure result from 
social and economic causes which in the 
main are entirely disassociated from the 


existence of a bankruptcy law. 


In one as- 


pect, the bankruptcy courts may be regard- 
ed as a sort of national clearing house where 
the business mistakes, misalventures, mis- 
fortunes and failures of the people are reg- 
istered and summed up. 


In a country like ours, the monetary loss 


registered is very large at ail times. In the 
more recent years, the conventional prac- 
tices and activities of our people have tend- 


| ed greatly to increase the total of monetary 


law and 


loss. This total of loss reflects not only 
such losses as result from ordinary business 
failure, but also those which result from 
speculation and shrinkage in land, security 
and commodity values. 

Another factor has entered to further in- 
crease the logs. A new idea has been pro- 
claimed and accepted by many as a dis- 
tinctive principle of American life. Every- 
one is entitled to enjoy all the good things 
of this world. The man or woman of small 
income and slender resources is entitled to 
the same comforts, luxuries and pleasures 
as the well-to-do or the rich. ‘ 

This idea has been made plausible by the 
development of installment selling, which 
enables anybody to buy anything upon mak- 
ing a small initial payment. In this fteld, 
intensive selling and high-powered sales- 
manship have committed the people to an 
enormous burden of debt. Most of these 
debtors are honest .optimists, who at the 
outset expect to pay their debts. These are 
the principal factors which have operated 
to build up the mountainous total of “lia- 

- bilities,” which the Solicitor-General lays 
at the door of our bankruptcy system.

Our present bankruptcy law has been in 
operation for more than 33 years. The law 
has been strengthened and improved by in- 
corporating amendments from time to time 
to remedy defects disclosed in its practical 
application. Nearly all the important pro- 
visions of the law have been judicially con- 
strued so that their scope and meaning are 
authoritatively established. 

There are unquestionably some features 
ef the law which can be improved by further 
amendments, and these should be made, 
but made with caution and without sacri- 
ficing those sound provisions of the act 
which have been preved good under the 
test of time and experience. The Solicitor- 
General seeks to rewrite our law, and to 
introduce many features, new to Us, 
but old in application somewhere, which ex- 
perience teaches us would not work well in 
our country. 

Taken as a whole, it is believed that the 
Solicitor-General]’s pian of reform, if adopt- 
ed, would do more harm *han good.

Dr. Kubitschek, Says More 
Suffer From Over-Indulgence 
Than Negtect. 


Five suggestions for

chek, director of the Child Guid-| gp 


ance Clinic, in the Mothers’ day 


ij community forum broadcast yes- 


terday by KMOX. 

“Keep in mind that your child 
is gaining the most important part 
of his education from his daily as- 


sociation with you,” he urged. “‘Re- 
member, too, that most of what he 
learns comes from what you do 
and not from what you say. 


. ' “Give the child love amd good 


care. Let him know you have con- 
fidence in him. Don’t worry and 
keep him constantly under your 
eye. More children suffer today 
from over-indulgence and over- 
protection than from neglect. 

“Give the child considerable free- 
dom, encourage him to think and 
try for himself. He needs to learn 
to meet difficulties. 

“Be fair and honest. A child is 
easily fooled, but a lie to a child 
is a serious thing. Can you won- 
der if he lies to one he does not 
trust? — 

“Be patient and kind. Don't 
expect too much. Children grow 
up, some more quickly than others, 
but they cannot be forced. They 
grow best in an atmosphere of 
kindness, cheerfulness and _ confi- 
dence. Fretting, anger and fear 
only hinder, never help.” 

As an illustration he told of an 
orphan newsboy who was asked by 
police why he never stole, though 
most of his playmates did. The 
boy replied that his father had 
worked for what he had, and that 
his mother would not have wanted 
her son to do otherwise. In con- 
trast, Dr. Kubitschek told of a 
bright and healthy boy in fair cir- 
cumstances, from a good neighbor- 
hood, but in trouble with police. 
His parents were ‘“dead-beats.” 
They had taught him to lie to col- 
lectors at the door, and, by ex- 
ample, to “beat the game” in- 
stead of “playing the game.”

Officials Planning to Fit Vir- 
ginia Folk for Place in 
Civilization. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—Moving 
from pre-revolutionary days into 
the twentieth century almost over- 
night is the experience that soon 
will face the Corbin Hollow folks— 
a group of Virginia mountaineers. 

How to equip them to make this 
200-year jump in civilization when 
the United States takes their 
mountain homes for the new Shen- 
andoah National Park is a prob- 
lem under consideration by social 
workers and officials. 

The Corbin Hollow folks, and 
many like them in other hollows 
deer in the Virginia Mountains, 
have eked out an existence since 
perhaps before the revolution 


among isolated crags a mile high 
in the Blue Ridge. Their haunts 
are only 100 miles from Washing- 
to- a°d 10 miles from President 
Hoover’s Rapidan camp.
